Specification 

Claims 6, 9 and 59 have been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Enablement 

The rejections regarding claims 6, 9 and 59 have been withdrawn because the 
claims have been canceled. 

The rejection regarding "at least two nucleotide sequences" that "comprise heavy 
and light chains of an antibody" (14, 28) in claims 11, 14, 25 and 28 has been withdrawn 
in view of the amendment ("wherein at least two nucleotide sequences each encoding a 
heterologous polypeptide are Introduced into the avian embryo" and Example 37 (pg 
107) which teaches putting two expression vectors one carrying the light chain cDNA of 
human IgGI kappa monoclonal antibody and the other carrying the corresponding 
heavy chain cDNA (paragraph 303). The hMab was isolated from egg white of hens 
#4992 and 1251 (pg 108, paragraph 304). 

Indefiniteness 
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Art Unit: 1632 

The rejection of claim 6 regarding the metes and bounds of a "tissue specific 
promoter" has been withdrawn because the phrase can be found in 1400 patents filed 
before the effective filing date of the instant application and because the claim has been 
canceled. 

The rejection of claim 9 regarding the metes and bounds of a coding sequence 
that is "optimized for codon usage by an avian" has been withdrawn because the claim 
has been canceled. 

Double Patenting 

The rejection of claims 1-11, 14, 15, 17-25, 28, 29, 31 and 53-68 on the ground 
of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1- 
17 of US Patent 7,381712 (Application No. 10/842606) in view of the disclosure of '712 
has been withdrawn in view of applicants' arguments.
